Brown told a news confer- 
ence that the alleged back- 
dating showed a “strong 
possibility” of attempted tax 
fraud. 

Brown notified Demarco 
he plans to revoke the attor- 
ney’s notary license but said 
if Demarco filed an appeal 
within 15 days an adminis- 
trative hearing would be 
held. Brown’s office has 
jurisdiction over . California 
notaries public. 

Demarco said in a tele, 
phone interview he had done 
“nothing illegal or improp- 
er” and announced he will 
appeal Brown’s action. He 
charged that Brown, a Dem- 
ocratic gubernatorial con- 
tender, staged the action to 
obtain nationwide publicity. 

It has been estimated that 
Mr. Nixon’s tax deduction 
for the papers, valued by an 
appraiser for Mr. Nixon at 
$576,000. saved the President 
about $250,000 in taxes. 

Brown charged that the 
documents were “falsely 
daied March and April, 1969, 
in order to provide mislead- 
ing, deceitful and fraudulent 
documentation of the claim 
that tire gift of the Nixon pa- 
pers to the National Ar- 
chives were completed”

Kalmbach, Mr. Nixon’s per- 
sonal attorney. 
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
